VOLUNTEER RECEPTION 
HELD AT NEWTON HOSPITAL 


Volunteer workers at the New- 
ton Hospital met the President of 
the Board of Trustees and other 
administrative heads of the hos- 
pital on Monday, May 24, and 
Thursday, May 27, in brief cere- 
monies to express the gratitude 
of the administration to the vol- 
unteers for the work which they 
are doing at the hospital during 
the national emergency. The

personnel shortage caused by the 
war.

Vicker, Director of Nursing Serv- 
ice and Principal of the School 
of Nursing; Mrs. Mabel H. Hobbs, 
Director of Volunteers, and Mr.

Hospital. 

In the name of the Board of 
Trustees, the President gave to 
each of the volunteers a certificate 
signed by him and impressed with 
the hospital seal which read: 
“Newton Hospital, in behalf of 
the sick for whom it cares, ex- 
presses appreciation and tender 
thanks to for the help- 

ful service so generously given 
during the national emergency.” 

Miss McVieker, Mrs. Hobbs, and 
Mr. Hartman, for the staff, 
thanked those who were present, 
and to symbolize the gratitude of 
the hospital presented them with 
flowers. 

Mr. Walker thanked the volun- 
teers for their willing and con- 


stant service to the hospital and 
impressed upon them the fact 
that they were absolutely indis- 
pensable to the welfare of the 
community during these critical 
times. “Without your help,” he 
said, “the sick of Newton and 
Wellesley could not receive ade- 
quate care, nor could this insti- 
tution properly function.” 

With the prospect of caring for 
more patients than ever before in 
the hospital's history, the need for 
volunteers will be increased dur- 
ing the coming summer months.

An explosion at the plant for- 
merly occupied by the Masten & 
Wells Fireworks Manufacturing 
Company at 267 Needham st., 
Newton Upper Falls, on Monday 
forenoon, was felt for a distance 
of several miles, and caused injur- 
ies to three members of the New- 
ton Fire Department and a city 
employee. Windows in other fac- 
tories and nearby homes were also 
damaged by the force of the ex- 
plosion. 

On Saturday afternoon there 
had been a two-alarm fire at the 
plant which damaged two of the 
35 buildings. The fire, which is 
believed to have been set by boys, 
caused damage of about $2000. 
One of the buildings which was 
formerly used as a drying room 
contained a considerable quantity 
of sulphur and other inflammable 
material. The first alarm was 
sounded at 3:04 and the second 
at 3:17 and the firemen fought 
the blaze for about two hours, be- 
ing hampered by the dense smoke. 

On Monday a brush fire was 
discovered near the scene of Sat- 
urday’s fire and the fire depart- 
ment was summoned and the 
blaze quickly checked, but later 
broke out and the firemen recalled. 
A spark from the fire, however, 
reached a pile of explosives near 
one of the buildings that had been 
burned on Saturday, and the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

Patrolman Joseph Carroll and 
James Halloran. who were on duty 
guarding the property, sounded 
an alarm from Box 623 located at 
the plant, and additional appara- 
tus was sent to the scene. The 
building which had been partial- 
ly destroyed in the fire on Satur- 
day and another small building 
were entirely wrecked by the ex- 
plosion. The firemen under the di- 
rection of Chief John E. Corcoran 
had the blaze under control in a 
short time and took precautions to 
prevent its spreading to any of 
the other buildings. 

When the explosion occurred 
eight city employees and 10 fire- 
men, who were standing nearby, 
were hurled to the ground. Hose- 
man Francis J. Farrell of Engine 
\. Ladderman John W. Scott of 
Ladder 2. Hoseman Lawrence N. 
Clark of Engine 2 of ftie Newton 
Fire Department and Frederick 
Young, an employee of the New- 
ton Public Buildings Department, 
were taken to the Newton Hos- 
pital where they were treated for 
injuries about the face, shock and 
concussion. However none of the 
injuries were considered as seri 

DUS. 

The buildings formerly occu- 
pied by the fire works concern 
are now the property of the City 
of Newton. The State fire marsh- 
al’s office has announced that the 
owners of the contents of the 
buildings have claimed the same 
and state explosive experts will 
remove the materials which will 
be turned over to the United 
States Government for use in mak- 
ing ammunition.

Our New Czar 

Watch carefully the words and 
deeds of our most recent czar of 
czars, Hon. James F. Byrnes of 
South Carolina. This former 
Congressman, United States Sen- 
ator and Supreme Court Justice 
is the head of the new Office of 
War Mobilization, an over-all 
agency designed to straighten out 
the mix-ups between agencies and 
co-ordinate the unco-ordinated. At 
long Inst, the home front has a 
real loader who will have the 
time, ability and power to obtain 
results in a big way. Let us hope 
that he will not hesitate to move 
swiftly in knocking stubborn 
heads together and beating some 
common sense into those recalci- 
trant bureaucrats who appear to 
have lost sight of the fact that 
we are fighting a life and death 
global war and who can see only 
their own petty ambitions and 
prerogatives. It is just barely 
possible that we may have some 
more OPA resignations as a re- 
sult of the Byrnes appointment, 
Another point. This man 
Byrnes is now, to all intents and 
purposes, the assistant President 
of the United States. What could 
be more logical than his elevation 
to the actual office of Vice Presi- 
dent in 1944? If Mr. Roosevelt 
decides to try for a fourth term 
he will, presumably, find it nec- 
essary to ditch the admirable but 
too idealistic Henry Agard Wal- 
lace, who cannot even carry his 
own home state. F. D. R. will 
have an imperative need for a 
running-mate who has marked 
ability of a practical sort and, 
incidentally, substantial vote-get- 
ting ability. As I view the situa- 
tion today, Byrne's is just the man. 
He is a better bet than Speaker 
Sam Rayburn of Texas, who has 
recently been put forward as a 
possible running-mate for the 
President in 1944. Furthermore, 
if the Democrats should win in 
1911, Byrnes would prove to be 
an active, functioning Vice-Presi- 
dent rather than a pleasing non- 
entity. as has frequently been the 
case in the past. 

Finally, if we take a still longer 
look ahead and consider the pos- 
sibilities of Mr. Roosevelt’s en- 
forced retirement from office be- 
tween 1945 and the end of his 
fourth term, due to illness or oth- 
er cause, is it not true that a man 
of the Byrnes type would calm 
the country and win the support 
of business men and conservative 
voters everywhere ? Frankly, 1 
should “View with alarm” a White 
House occupied by Henry Agard 
Wallace. Wouldn’t you? 
Republican Post-War Policies 
Score another point for the bitter 
•nemies of Wendell L. Willkie in 
the Republican party. I may, of 
course, be wrong, but it seems to 
me that a rather flimsy excuse was 
offered by Harrison Spangler, 
chairman of the National Com- 
mittee of the G. O. P., when he 
deliberately left Willkie out in 
the cold in naming his committee 
of 49 to consider post-war policies.

Another report has it that 
two American officials met with 
anti-Fascist Marshal Badoglio in 
u neutral country to discuss peace 
terms with Italy.

The terms 
purportedly "offered” the Amer- 
icans included an Italo-German 
break, the ousting of Mussolini, 
with Badoglio to head a new 
Italian Government under King 
Victor Emmanuel, Italy then to 
follow British-American leader- 
ship. The only answer to these 
phony pleas is the magnificent 
phrase Unconditional Surrender.

On Tuesday evening a large and 
interested audience at First 
Church of Christ. Scientist of 
Newton listened to a lecture by 
Anna E. Herzog, C.S.B., of Col- 
umbus, Ohio, who spoke on the 
subject "Christian Science: Its 
Healing Salvation." The lecturer 
was introduced by Edmands P. 
Lingham, First Reader, who said: 

Friends: In behalf of First 

Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Newton, I cordially welcome you 
to this lecture. Tonight, each of 
us will gain an increased under- 
standing of Chrstian Science, and 
how it functions in human affairs. 

Like most of its adherents, I 
was attracted to Christian Sc : ence 
through physical healing. I have 
since learned that it is applicable 
to every problem, includ ng those 
of business, as our lecturer will 
•explain. Two years ago it be- 
came necessary to make a» busi- 
ness change. I sought God’s help, 
as we are taught in Christian Sc - 
once. As His plan unfolded, I 
was led into a situation that has 
proved harmonious, active and pro- 
fitable. For this instance, and nu- 
merous others where Christian 
Science met the need of the mo- 
ment, I am deeply grateful. 

Our lecturer, Mrs. Anna E. Her- 
zog, C. S. B., of Columbus, Ohio, 
is a member of the Board of Lec- 
tureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scl- 
ent st, in Boston. She will ad- 
dress us on the subject: "Chris- 
tian Science: Its Healing Salva- 
tion." It is my privilege to pre- 
sent Mrs. Herzog. •- 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

Although the word "salvation" 
is not always the one employed, 
saving itself from error has been 
the chief aim of mankind. Through 
the ages earnest religious endea- 
vor has been addressed to saving 
men from sin. Heroic medical ef- 
forts, through the centur.es, have 
been directed toward saving men 
from disease, death, suffering. All 
educational activity has aimed to 
save men from ignorance and the 
dire effects of ignorance. Thus 
an its different departments has 
mankind sought salvation. 

We here, today, are considering 
Christian Science and its con- 
tribution toward the eventual so- 
lution of humanity’s many prob- 
lems. From what does it prom- 
ise salvation? Christian Science, 
the Sc ence of Christ’s Christian- 
ity, does not hesitate to declare 
that it saves from sin, disease, and 
ignorance. And it states posi- 
tively that it :s to ignorance— ig- 
norance of God — that all other 
evils are entirely due. 

In the Chr stian Science text- 
book, “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scr ptures” by Mary 
Baker Eddy, “salvation" is defined 
as, "Life, Truth, and Love under- 
stood and demonstrated as su- 
preme over all; sin, sickness, and 
death destroyed" (p. 593). There 
the requirement, the condition 
of salvation, is that Life, Truth, 
and Love shall be understood 
and proved supreme. The re- 
sult of proving the supremacy of 
Truth, Life, and Love in any con- 
sciousness will be sin, sickness, 
and death destroyed. 

It is comfort ng to know that 
not only is salvation from sin 
poss ble and necessary but, as 
Mrs. Eddy has written in "Mis- 
cellaneous Writ ngs" (p. 95), 

"Christian Science reveals the in- 
finitude of divinity and the way 
of man's salvat on from sickness 
and death, as wrought out by 
Jesus, who robbed the grave of 
victory and death of its sting." 
Thousands joyously testify that 
such is their experience, that 
through the understanding which 
Chr stian Science has brought to 
them of Life, Love, and Truth, 
much disease, sin, and ignorance 
have been destroyed already and 
are being increasingly eliminated 
from the r experience. 

God 

That being true, we need to 
know definitely the nature of Life, 
Truth, and Love. In Christian 
Science these words are under- 
stood to be synonyms for God, and 
the textbook referred to before 
adds other synonyms also. Thus 
God is there defined as "incor- 
poreal, divine, supreme, infinite 
Mind, Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, Love" (p. 465). Some of 
these words are used in the Bible 
as referring to God. Jesus said, 
"God is a Spirit," and John says, 
4, God is love." 

As God is Life and there is but 
one God, so there is but one L fe 
and that infinite, perfect, eternal, 
harmonious, forever active. God 
is Soul, the one sinless, eternal 
consc ousness, grace-filled and joy- 
ous. God is Mind, the one Mind, 
intelligence itself, its wisdom 
changeless and enduring. That 
one M nd contains every perfect, 
eternal idea and never one iota of 
evil, never one stupid, unlovely, or 
imperfect thought. 

God is Principle, the basis, foun- 
dat on, source, origin of reality, of 
all that is true. Principle is un- 
deviuting, immutable, invariable, 
permanent. Principle is impartial, 
universal, governing, and law-giv- 
ing. What could be all that but 
God Himself! God is tender und 
•compassionate Love, eternal, in- 
finite Love. He is Truth, wise and 
enduring, exuct and unchanging. 
He is Spirit, incorporeal, imma- 
terial, ull-pervading, and ever- 
present— Spirit which is invisi- 
ble and intangible to humun sense, 
but nevertheless true substance. 
Knowing God as Love, protecting 
and surrounding man; knowing 
Him as Mind, informing and in- 


power than God, another kind of 
universe and man than the per- 
fect, spir tual one He knows, is 
sickness, sin, and death. The pen- 
alty never comes from divine 
Love. The penalty comes from 
our ignorance of the nature of 
Loye. It comes from a mistaken 
sense, and it ceases when the 
mistaken sense ceases. These are 
the errors from which humanity 
needs to be saved. 

Christian Science Healing 
In spite of the dream of a man 
apart from God, in which man- 
kind has been sunk, glimpses of 
sp rituulity, glimpses of God and 
map’s noble reality have been 
manifested with increasing clarity 
throughout the ages. Salvation 
for the race, as for the individ- 


spiring man; knowing Him as 
Pr nciple, governing man and the 
real universe with immutable, 
eternal law — that is the kind of 
knowing for which the Christ’an 
Scientist strives. 

I knew a young boy who, on one 
occasion, clearly ep'tomized the 
teaching of Christian Science 
about God. He was asked by some 
rather derisive companions what 
they taught at the Christian Sci- 
ence Sunday School. Although 
speaking in the slang of his con- 
temporaries there was, I am sure, 
no irreverence in his heart when 
he replied, "Why down there they 
teach that God is the whole 
thing!" 

Man 

Next in importance to the ques- 
tion, What is God? is the one, 

What is man? The Psalmist 
asked it long ago: "What is man, 
that thou art mindful of him?" he 
said. The' Bible defines man in 
the first chapter of Genesis as 
the image and likeness of God. 

In I John man is called the son 
of God. The image of a perfect 
original is also perfect. The son 
of a perfect Father is himself 
perfect. If, we think of God as 
Mind we can think of the real 
man as idea. If we think of God 
as Love we can think of man as 
expression. When we think of God 
as Principle we can think of man 
as effect — the perfect effect of a 
perfect changeless cause. Thus 
Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, has 
used as definitive of man the words 
already mentioned and others such 
as representative, manifestation, 
and reflection. 

It is to be clearly understood 
that this accurate teaching in- 
sists that man is never God. In 
no way can the creation be the 
creator, the derivative the origi- 
nal, the effect the cause. But we 
must see and insist upon the unity 
which exists between God and 
man, His expression; we must, 
likewise see and insist upon the 
perfection today of God and man.

pression of God, Mind. Unless th s 
true understanding of man is put 
into practice and expressed in dai- 
ly liv ng, our living is not im- 
proved. Realizing that man is 
not limited to a corporeal body 
but is the embodiment, the man- 
ifestat on, of God’s qualities, we 
strive to express those qualities 
humanly. And so we begin to 
watch our thinking, and to admit 
only that which 's Christlike. That 
means that loving patience and 
kindness are replacing irritation 
or temper, that helpfulness and 
friendl ness are evidenced in our 
actions. The lovely qualities of 
self-forgetfulness, purity, order- 
liness, gratitude, and spontaneity 
belong to man and must find ex- 
press on in our daily living. 

As the real man possesses by 
reflection all the glorious qual- 
ities of Deity, it is good practice 
to consider some of these. Con- 
s der God’s wisdom, activity, effi- 
ciency, accuracy, Love’s fidelity, 
infinity, tenderness, holiness, and 
then remember that in our real 
being, in the real man God knows, 
we express the same glorious and 
everlasting qualities, the same un- 
interrupted and harmonious activ- 
ity. Man, God’s forever likeness, 
is sinless, matterless, diseaseless, 
and deathless. 

This real man needs no salva- 
tion, no saving. He is perfect, 
safe, indestructible now-. Because 
he reflects the Love that employs 
no evil, the Mind that knows no 
evil, the creator that makes no 
evil, he is himself beyond all 
need of healing, perfect ng, sav- 
ing. But what does seem desper- 
ately to need salvation is this 
dream mortal, the false concept 
of man so interestingly described 
in the second chapter of Genes s 
as having fallen into a "deep 
sleep." That so-called man is 
still sleeping, still dreaming of 
life in corporeality, of sensation 
in matter, of death, war, sorrow, 
destruction — in a word, he is be- 
lieving in the reality of mutter 
and evil and his sufferings are the 
penalty for thut false belief. 

The penalty for adding a col- 
umn of figures wrongly is the 
wrong answer. The penalty for 
believing that there is another 


more of good, but pray instead 
that our receptivity increase, that 
our spiritual discernment of what 
already exists shall be clarified, 
that the obscuring mists of ma- 
teriality may be dispersed. God 
needs no changing. To bel eve 
that we can change His plans is 
childish and absurd. But human 
consciousness does need changing. 
It needs to turn to the light. It 
needs purify ng and strengthen- 
ing. It needs consecration and 
confidence and expectancy. It 
needs a clearer revelation of the 
divine nature. Through prayer 
our needs are met. 

Christian Science treatment is 
prayer. It is prayer based upon 
the concept of God and man of 
which we have been speaking. The 
purpose of a Christian Science 
treatment is to heal false beliefs 
of sin, disease, and death. Man- 
kind quite rightly recognizes the 
desirability of health. It spends 
much of its time hunting for cures 
and preventives. Fashions change 
in the search for health as in the 
search for beauty. Some of us 
recall panaceas that were once 
considered valuable but which to- 
day are forgotten. 

It has been thoroughly proved 
that a right change of thought 
brings healing. Thus Chrstian 
Science treatment is concerned 
only with improving thought; and 
if the false belief back of d sease 
or some other problem is success- 
fully eliminated and the con- 
sciousness of Truth fills human 
thought, healing occurs. If an 
undesirable shadow is be ng cast 
by a tree, the only way to remove 
the shadow is to remove the tree. 
Thus if fear or hate, jealousy or 
other dispositional error invades 
thought, or if some medical or 
physiological belief is accepted as 
law, they ure likely to produce 
sick or unhappy human effects, 
and the effects must be got rid of 
by getting rid of their antecedents.

Royal S. Copelund hus been given 
wide newspaper publicity. He said, 
if quoted correctly: "We can 
never attain plenty, happiness, or 
health if our thinking is wrong."

Some of 
you are just investigating Sc - 
ence, many of you may never have 
thought of trying to give your- 
self or anyone else a treatment. 
Let me urge you to practice on 
yourselves! Do not delay longer 
to find out how engrossing and 
joyous is the mental effort to see 
our real selfhood as God sees it. 

There have been innumerable 
cases of healing simply from 
reading the textbook, Science and 
Health. Those occurred because 
the necessary change of thought 
was thus accomplished. Then 
again, young and even older stu- 
dents occasionally require the help 
of more experienced workers. A 
Chrstian Science practitioner 
spends his time assisting others to 
work out their problems. He 
treats those only who request his 
assistance. 

The earnest practitioner strives 
to guide his patient’s thought 
from error to Truth, from defec- 
tiveness to perfection, from im- 
pairment to wholeness, from sn 
to holiness. The patient (and the 
patient is sometimes oneself) needs 
to free his thought from false be- 
liefs. He needs to be demesmer- 
ized. We have taken a great step 
when we have reached the con- 
clus on that every physical dis- 
order is primarily mental, but 
there is a further step to be taken. 
It must be seen that because one 
divine Mind exists, there is in ac- 
tuality no mental inharmony, no 
false belief. # 

Mortal mind, so called, classifies 
diseases as serious and tenacious 
or less serious and more readily 
healed. These claims of a non- 
existent lawgiver are no more real 
or powerful than other dreams. 
Let us reverse any suggest ons 
that may be trying to terrify us 
with the glad realization that all 
disease, whatever it has been 
named, is equally unknown to God 
and to the real man. Tenacity, 
persistence, continuity, develop- 
ment — all these are in truth char- 
acteristics of the divine Mind, and 
they cannot be qualities of that 
which is mere mesmerism and ut- 
terly unreal. In the truth of be- 
ing it is health that is tenacious, 
good that is indestructible, dom- 
fnion that is continuous, and har- 
mony only that is developing. 

Christian Science teaches that 
sickness is an illusion. It defines 
d sease as a lie, a dream, as mes- 
merism, and a mistaken sense. Ap- 
plying the* spiritual facts of being 
to the lie that needs destroying, 
that is the joyous activity of a 
Christian Science treatment. Dis- 
placing the false belief in con- 
sciousness and replacing it with 
Truth, that is the function of a 
treatment.

each reflects an equality of race, 
color, and creed; (5) both Dem- 
ocracy and Rotary best thrive 
upon four methods: Acquaint- 
ance, ethics, ideals, and under- 
standing. Dr. Wilson said the best 
description of Democracy was 
found in the Rotary Code of Eth- 
ics, Item 11: The Golden Rule. 
The objects of Rotary and the Gol- 
den Rule are essentially one and 
the same. 

The next meeting, Monday, June 
7, will be in charge of Irving At- 
wood. Two films from Florida 
have been secured which have 
been circulating among Rotary 
Clubs in New England. Accord- 
ing to information received from 
other Clubs that have used these 
pictures, it is a real treat to view 
the action in the South during the 
vacation period.

Kiwanis Activities 


Clarence R. Mease, General Sec- 
retary of the Newton Y. M. C. A., 
which is one of the Newton Com- 
munity Fund agencies, addressed 
the Newton Kiwanis Club at their 
meet ng last Tuesday on the sub- 
ject, "Our World Today and To- 
morrow.” 

Mr. Mease is secretary of the 
Newton Council for a Better 
World Order. This Council is con- 
ducting a study of this subject and 
is trying to interest the people of 
Newton and surrounding cities in 
this important question -perhaps 
in many respects the most impor- 
tant question today. Mr. Mease 
said that this subject should and 
must be given consideration now. 
He said that even small groups 
were very influential because the 
kind of a world that will develop 
when the fighting is over will prob- 
ably be dictated by the attitude 
of the American common people. 
Other nat ons of the world are 
looking to America. We are to- 
day world leaders and as such have 
a great responsibility. 

Mr. Pease spoke of the fact 
that there were practically no iso- 
lationists today, that it was now 
recognized that should America, 
when the present war ends, adopt 
a selfish isolat onist attitude of 
looking after our own immediate 
welfare and neglect others, that 
we would simply sow the seeds for 
another war in which we would 
possibly be on the losing side. On 
the other hand Mr. Mease said 
that in consider ng the peace sit- 
uation from the standpoint of the 
world as a whole we must not de- 
stroy the love of country. 

Mr. Mease believes that peace 
will be dictated finally by realistic 
facts. Questions involved are go- 
ing to be the problem of feeding 
the world. Should Americans be 
rationed on food for some time 
after the war ceases so that oth- 
er nations may be fed, or should 
we eat up all of our own avail- 
able food and let other nations 
starve? Manufacturing equipment 
will be badly needed by many oth- 
er countries. Should we divide 
our supply or use it all for our- 
selves, denying others the oppor- 
tunity of starting the necessary 
production to fill their own needs ? 
Our decision on such problems 
will either lead the countries of 
the world closer together into a 
common understanding, or we can 
drive the world back to extreme 
national sm. misunderstandings, 
lack of confidence between coun- 
tries. and the building up of a vast 
hatred for America among other 
nations. 

In addition to the international 
questions, there are certain ques- 
tions within the United States | 
which Mr. Mease felt must be set- * 
tied. These involve: 

A. The future of social security. 

B. How far should we go with 

a planned economy? 

C. Our social and ethical train- 

ing. 

Mr. Mease felt that in this we 
have been coasting for a long t me 
and have not been building for the 
future particularly in influencing 
the younger generation. He 
stressed the importance of main- 
taining family 1 fe. pointing out 
that when the family disintegrates, 
so does the nation. Mr. Mease 
pointed out the importance of 
maintaining a spir tual back-log 
and felt that in this we were also 
coasting and not giving it suffi- 
cient emphasis.

Al- 
though truly scientific thinking is 
clear and logical, embracing no 
emotionalism, mysticism, or trans- 
cendentalism, it is constantly 1 ft- 
ing thinking out of matter up to 
Spirit. This spiritual progress, 
this healing salvation, will mean 
for all of us, for all that has been 
and is dearest to us, more radiant, 
constant unfolding good. An eter- 
nity, an infinity of good awaits 
our acceptance, our appreciation. 
It all is now. “That which hath 
been is now; and that which is 
to be hath already been,” we read 
in Ecclesiastes. 

Today is infinite and eternal Life 
as unfettered and boundless as we 
in our present spiritual develop- 
ment of consciousness permit it to 
be for us. We need not pray for 
more of good; we need only pray 
that we may accept, that! 
we may lift our thinking into 
the grandeur of the free and 
the illimitable, into complete uni- 
ty with divine Mind and our own 
true being and all the good of 
God. That is the ult'mate, that 
is the object of our spiritual 
growth, that is salvation attained.

The Newton Kiwanis Club was 
fortunate last Tuesday to have as 
its speaker Mr. W. Nelson Bump. 
Traffic Manager for New England 
of the American Airways. 

Mr. Bump was introduced by 
. Mr. Ben Louis, chairman of the 
Program Committee. His main 
thought as he expressed it was 
to present to the club facts sur- 
rounding Boston’s future com- 
merce. “Some people,” he said, 
“picture Boston as an old man 
who has made his money and is 
sitting back to enjoy it.” He 
feels, however, that this is not so 
and proceeded to outline various 
reasons why it need not be so. He 
said that Boston wants most a 
strong national and international 
trade, fair competition with other 
cities, adequate employment for its 
cit zens, and k fair tax rate. 

In some areas Boston is not now 
enjoying the thriving commerce 
and industry once found in this 
section. However, Mr. Bump said 
that he considered Boston actu- 
ally the hub of world commerce, 
at least it could become the hub if 
cit : zens would seize upon the pres- 
ent opportunities for air com- 
merce. The distance from London 
to New York is 3460 miles; from 
London to Boston only 2800. The 
Boston airport has the advantage 
of being closest to the city proper 
of any other city with the possi- 
ble exception of Washington. Bos- 
.ton also enjoys a reputation of 
being the third largest wholesale 
and retail city in the country. New 
England is the second largest pas- 
sengr market for trips to Europe. 
At the present time, according to 
Mr. Bump, 90 per cent of the flow 
of goods in this country normally 
go to New York for foreign ship- 
ment. This, in his opinion, can be 
changed and Boston can handle a 
much greater percentage of for- 
eign shipments. He went on to 
explain that airplanes are not lim- 
ited by boundaries which limit 
other kinds of travel. 

He gave some figures showing 
how pay loads are being increased. 
Throughout his presentation Mr. 
Bump referred to Boston and the 
East Boston airport. There seemed 
to be a strong feeling on the part 
of the club members that the de- 
velopment of the East Boston air- 
port would doubtless effect the 
whole of greater Boston, includ- 
ing Newton. “ There seems to be 
no limit to the speed and size of 

claims that are now devel- 
oped,” said Mr. Bump. i. > 

tioned that a greater s:\vi. can 

be effected in, packing of ship- 
ments for air travel and expressed 
the feeling that in the future 
planes can be loaded much more 
heavily than they are now, thus re- 
ducing the cost per ton mile. “Dif- 
ferent wing construction and in- 
creased motor efficiency,” he said, 
“will also reduce air travel costs.” 
Mr. Bump also feels that helicop- 
ters will come into general use for 
safe traveling. He ventured a few 
opinions regarding the changes 
that will be effected by increased 
air commerce. He said that cities 
of the future will be built at the 
cross roads of the air, that it will 
be important for cities to be loca- 
ted at such centers in order to 
cash in on international world 
business and that this internation- 
al exchange would in turn result 
in an increased mixture of races 
and cultures. He suggested the 
people of Greater Boston could do 
three th ngs to help Boston to find 
its place in future air commerce. 
First, citizens should come to know 
airplanes just as the old timers 
knew about Clipper Ships. Second, 
they should ship and travel more 
by air. Third, they should provide 
the very best of airport facilities 
to attract air commerce. Greater 
Boston has natural geographic ad- 
vantages, good rail facilities and 
financial resources, and Mr. Bump 
feels that it can occupy a number 
one place in world commerce. 

Ben Louis announced that the 
program for the following three 
weeks will be in the hands of Ray 
Green, “Pete” Pettengill, and Walt 
Hood respectively.

This Week, 
This World

FOR ALL THAT THERE will 
be cries of "Expediency,” the Uni- 
ted States committed a degrading 
act unworthy of its history and 
dignity when it picked up the mass 
of American citizens of Japanese 
ancestry and, ignoring the law and 
the spirit of the law, first bank- 
rupted them, then incarcerated 
them, then bebased them in the 
eyes of their fellow citizens. 

The sordid exhibition of thou- 
sands of second and third genera- 
tion Americans being forcibly 
taken from their homes, without 
indictment, without evidence, 
without trial, is disillusioning and 
disheartening to those who be- 
lieve that the essence of Ameri- 
canism is justice and equality be 
fore the law. 

It is doubtful if any group of 
American citizens, including the 
slaves in the pre-Civil War era, 
have ever been so ignobly treat- 
ed, though guiltless of any overt 
act toward the nation to which 
they pledged and, by all available 
| proof, honestly have their loyal- 
ty, as these Americans of Japanese 
antecedents. 

Most tragic of all, the act of 
terror which the United States 
perpetrated against these loyal cit- 
izens is the very manifestation of 
Fascism which the United States 
is standing off the world over. 

Time will prove that the hys- 
! terical rounding up of American 
; citizens of Japanese ancestry, their 
' disfranchisement and debasement, 
was no indictment of their deport- 
ment or loyalty. Quite to the con- 
trary it was, and is, an indict- 
ment of the United States intelli- 
gence agencies, including the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, 
which should have known the ex- 
istence of such enemy agents or 
subversivists as existed. Certain- 
ly the answer to the inadequacy 
and incompetence of such Federal 
agencies was not to throw helpless 
thousands into concentration 
camps. 

The government of the United 
States, and the people of the Uni- 
ted States, must in the interests of 
national decency make immediate 
amends to these wronged men, 
women and children. They must 
be relocated not only in a physical 
sense but spiritually as well. 

A crime in the worst tradition 
of Axis terror has been perpetra- 
ted against a helpless American 
minority. It should be righted 
without delay.

Italy obviously calls for aerial sof- 
tening up, which already is well 
under way. Actual invasion, most 
observers believe, may prove a 
simple task as there is increasing 
belief that Hitler will not commit 
his army to a major stand in Ita- 
ly. Moreover, many keen observ- 
ers predict that the Italian under- 
ground has already paved the way 
for an Allied invasion. (Walter 
Pierce tells you more of this in 
his report.) 

Supporting this line of reason- 
ing is the Allied air superiority 
which is being felt by the Axis 
even now and the definite knowl- 
edge that the Luftwaffe is grow- 
ing gradually weaker, while our 
air force has yet to reach its peak. 

Yet all agree that the Allies 
face a long, weary road to get at 
Germany proper. U-boats are 
still destroying a part of our war 
production. But in face of many 
known difficulties, there is the en- 
ormous Russian bulwark facing the 
Axis in the East, while an endless 
stream of fresh young power em- 
anating from the West, must, with- 
in a year at most, achieve a man 
and material superiority Hitler 
cannot hope to cope with. 

By and large these seasoned an- 
alyses by men experienced in mil- 
itary or political strategy coincide 
with estimates the writers have 
also heard from less expert ob- 
servers. It is for this reason that 
one can at least predict with con- 
fidence that final victory is not 
too far distant. But in the last 
analysis anybody’s guess as to 
when the war will actually end 
is about equally good.

According to J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the FBI, “The need for 
citizen cooperation was never 
greater than at this very time 
when more than a score of sabo- 
teurs are being trained by the 
German High Command at its 
highly organized sabotage school, 
to be sent to all parts of the world 
to obstruct the war effort of the 
United Nations. Some of these 
Nazi agents will try to enter the 
United States. We must, there- 
fore, be on guard.” 

Examples of citizen cooperation 
were shown in the identification of 
a mysterious “Heinrich” as Ed- 
mund C. Heine, in the Duquesne 
spy case in which 33 spies were 
sentenced to prison, through the 
suspicions of a Connecticut air- 
craft photographer about an extra 
large order for 250 aerial photo- 
graphs: in a truck driver’s report 
of suspicious actions in a Kaiser 
shipyard on the Pacific coast 
which resulted in the arrest of a 
former Storm Trooper and pre- 
vented a sabotage fire; and in the 
alertness of a San Antonio woman 
hotel manager who recognized a 
Nazi pilot escaped from a Cana- 
dian internment camp from his 
photograph on a “Person Wanted” 
circular and so caused his arrest. 

Any report of suspicious persons 
or actions should be made to the 
FBI, and not to neighbors, if we 
are to avoid the dangers of un- 
necessary and often harmful ru- 
mor-spreading. The Federal Bu- 
reau is the expert agency, work- 
ing significantly under the De- 
partment of Justice, which is best 
equipped to separate for investi- 
gation the true from the false in 
all such reports.

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC: 

Some time ago you were kind 
enough to publish a letter of mine 
which attempted to satirize the 
dog situation in Newton. Either 
my satire was inept, or the peo- 
ple of Newton who are most 
grievously troubled by a great and! 
growing public nuisance could 
not or would not respond. At any 
rate, the great number of New- 
tonites who are every day annoy- 
ed, inconvenienced or terrorized, 
or whose property is overrun and 
damaged by the canine plague, 
have not, so far as I know, taken 
any concerted steps to protect 
themselves. 

When I say ‘‘annoyed, and in- 
convenienced and their property 
damaged” I mean exactly that. 
Dogs of all sizes roam the streets 
and private property of Newton 
without any restraint either from 
their owners or the city authori- 
ties. The list includes Great 
Danes, German shepherds, chows, 
St. Bernards and Newfoundlands, 
among those which are so large 
that they strike terror into many 
women and children. There are 
postmen in Newton who do not 
dare to admit the truth (since 
they fear that it might endanger 
their jobs) and at times they can- 
not even approach houses Jo de- 
liver mail matter because of the 
threatening attitude of hounds 
following them along the street. 

Every day yelping or howling 
beasts snap at the heels of pedes- 
trians who dare to walk through 
streets where they are not rec- 
ognized by the dogs. All over 
Newton people on bicycles are as- 
sailed by furiously barking ca- 
nines. Newsboys in particular 
constantly have a difficult time in 
riding along the streets. There 
are many women in Newton who 
do not dare to walk a block from 
their homes because of their fear 
of hounds big enough to knock 
them down. 

Most of the dog owners of New- 
ton, except those few exceptional 
citizens who have the unusual 
courtesy to keep their animals 
within bounds, will say that it is 
a simple matter to telephone the 
owners when one is bothered.

—ON PAY DAY, BUY BONDS— 


BOSTON. Mass., June 7 The 
Christian Science Board of Direc- 
tors today placed “prayer” at the 
top of the list of defensive and 
offensive weapons that free- 
thinking peoples are counting up- 
on to win the global war against 
oppression and suppression. 

In a statement to the annual 
meeting of The Mother Church. 
The First Church of Christ. Sci- 
entist. in Boston. Massachusetts, 
the Directors first emphasized 
the word “prayer,” then followed 
with the term "miracle of deliv- 
erance" which is to be accepted, 
they said, as the logical answer 
to righteous prayer. 

Because of the gasoline and 
transportation shortages, the at- 
tendance was more localized than 
it has been for many years. But 
the reports heard from the broad 
field of Christian Science activi- 
ties indicated that demands for 
spiritual enlightenment were as 
universal as ever. 

The Directors announced the 
"lection of Mrs. Daisette D. S. 
McKenzie of Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts. as President of The 
Mother Church for the ensuing 
year, succeeding Mrs. Elisabeth F. 
Norwood, of Brookline, Massachu- 
setts. 

The new President first became 
interested in Christian Science in 
1387 during the very early days 
of the movement. Hence, Mrs. 
McKenzie became instrumental 
in the pioneering of this religion 
in the city of Cleveland. She 
served ultimately as Reader in 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Cleveland, and as a member of 
its hoard of directors. In 1898 
both Mr. and Mrs. McKenzie were 
called by Mrs. Eddy, the Discov- 
erer and Founder of Christian 
Science, to become members of 
her last class taught in November 
of that year. 

The retiring President pointed 
out that it is not people who are 
waging the present world con- 
(lict. but “forces of evil working 


through people to destroy the 
very foundation of true Christi- 
anity.” 

A. Warren Norton. Manager of 
The Christian Science Publishing 
Society, reported an increase in 
the circulation of all Christian 
Science publications, including 
“The Christian Science Monitor." 

State, provincial and national 
legislative bodies were shown to 
have dealt fairly with Christian 
Science activities in the statement 
of Arthur W. Eckman, Manager 
of Committees on Publication. 
There arc now fourteen chap- 
lains of our denomination serving 
in the Armed Forces of the United 
States, he said; thirteen in the 
Army and one in the Navy. He 
pointed out that fifteen vacancies 
in the Army remained to be 
filled. 

Other reports revealed a con- 
tinuing advance of religious edu- 
cation despite the exigencies of 
war. The Christian Science Board 
of Lectureship found that the 
purpose of its new regional system 
of allocating lecturers to serve 
the churches more acceptably and 
to reduce the need for travel 
has been fufilled in gratifying 
measure. Where lecturers have 
not been able to appear personally 
in some countries because of war, 
authorized lectures have been 
read to the audiences, it was 
said. 

From the Trustees under the 
Will of Mary Baker Eddy came the 
report that since the year 1913 
when the Trustees were first ap- 
pointed. they have expended $6,- 
100,000 on church work. Announce- 
ment was also made that the sales 
of Mrs. Eddy’s works, including 
‘Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures," had more than 
doubled in the last two years.

ANOTHER DOCUMENTED 
PROOF is added to the large evi- 
dence that Westbrook Pegler, 
$65,000 a year hired columnist of 
the Scripps-Howard press uses 
falsehood in his almost daily 
smears against the working peo- 
ple of America. One hundred and 
twenty papers publish Pegler dai- 
ly; some 8,000,000 Americans are 
supposed to read him. Only a few 
thousand know that Pegler has 
frequently been proven guilty of 
lying, and that when he does not 
lie he employs distortion, exagger- 
ations, isolated instances, and half 
truths which are worse than lies. 

The labor unions which have the 
greatest record for heroism in this 
war are the maritime unions. They 
have given 4000 lives. The pro- 
portion of dead in the maritime 
unions is many times as great as 
the proportion in any service in- 
cluding fighting and bombing air- 
planes, submarines, Marines, infan- 
try, etc. Sonrie union men have 
survived nine ' torpedoings, but it 
is because they know they are in 
the front line fighting Fascism 
that they stick to their job al- 
though it is more dangerous than 
anything in the armed services. 

Pegler has devoted dozens of his 
columns to smearing the National 
Maritime Union of which Joe Cur- 
ran is president. On May 10 Peg- 
ler published one of his most 
vicious attacks. He accused Cur- 
ran of seeking deferment, he spoke 
of high wages for maritime work- 
ers, etc. And now Curran, who 
charges Pegler with falsehoods, 
asks the World-Telegram and 
more than 100 other newspapers 
which printed the falsehood to 
print the truth. Curran wrote 
Pegler: 

"I did not ask for deferment. . 
It is my personal feeling that I 
would be more useful at sea. My 
board, however, felt that the job 
of keeping our merchant ships 
manned required my presence 
ashore. 

“You state that our messboys 
’grab’ $100 per week from the 
government. This is not true... 
The true fact is that the mess- 
men, as well as all unlicensed 
men, average $33 per week. 

“Your column is outstanding 
for its omissions. You fail to 
mention that 4,198 merchant sea- 
men have already died in the ser- 
vice of their country. And you 
overlook completely the fact that 
the shipowners made a profit of 
$26,974,176 for 80 trips to the Red 
Sea and Persian Gulf with Lend- 
Lease supplies.... 

“You omit the fact that no 

ship in our jurisdiction has been 
delayed from sailing since Pearl 
Harbor 

“You omit the fact that our ‘civ- 
ilian crews’ ... have to maintain 
with their $33 average earnings a 
family ashore, buy their clothes, 
pay their taxes, and save enough 
money to live during their unem- 
ployed season.’’ 

“Under the rules of a free press, 
of course, these facts would be 
used to answer the attack you 
made upon me. . . .One of your ad- 
mirers said if given the facts you 
would present them. Here they 
are.” 

* * * 

STRAW IN THE WIND: Ru- 
mors that Germany has been de- 
porting labor which it cannot util- 
ize in the Reich because of raw 
material shortages, but which it 
fears to leave free to aid the Al- 
lies in Belgium, is borne out by re- 
ports that workers in Germany 
have nothing to do. Men, requisi- 
tioned from Bassevelt, Oost-Eekloo 
and Lembeke in Eastern Flanders 
were sent to a concentration camp 
at Elsenborn. A few escaped, and 
returning home reported that 
they were idle during their entire 
time there. 

* * * 

IN THE COURSE OF the past 
year the fighting alliance of Great 
Britain and the USSR formed the 
object of numerous attacks of Hit- 
lerite propaganda and diplomacy, 
which tried to drive a wedge be- 
tween the participants of the An- 
glo-Soviet-American coalition. In 
the past few months this found its 
expression, in the first place, in the 
fact that in the fascist camp they 
began to speak with increasing 
frequency about peace. To judge 
by the reports of the foreign press, 
the Germans would like to obtain 
peace with Britain and the United 
States on the condition that they 
draw away from the USSR, or else 
to obtain peace with the USSR — 
on condition that it draw away 
from Great Britain and the U. S. 
A. 

However, this time, too, the ma- 
chinations of the perfidious Ger- 
man imperialists met with utter 
collapse. The members of the 
Anglo-Soviet-Americun coalition 
are filled with determination to 
jointly bring their cause to con- 
cl US' on — to the utter defeat of 
Hitlerite Germany and her asso- 
ciates in Europe, which consti- 
tutes the only way toward a true 
and stable peace.

WITH COLOR

State Legislature 

According to Bill Mullins, polit- 
ical export of the Boston Herald, 
no less an authority than Norman 
MacDonald of Waban, executive 
director of yie Mass. Federation 
of Taxpayers, is of the opinion 
that this year’s Legislature is one 
of the best in recent years. I think 
I may make my own check on 
that, simply because it is hard 
for me to believe that MacDonald 
could enthuse very much over a 
session which gave itself a pay- 
raise without benefit of roll-call. 
Incidentally, this is the first ses- 
sion in many years during which 
Norman MacDonald has failed .to 
be a rather important factor. The 
reason, of course, is known to 
most of us. This very capable 
gentleman was drafted for special 
work with the Public Safety Com- 
mittee and has been doing yeoman 
service along with John Wells 
Farley. Let us hope that Mr. 
MacDonald will be on deck again 
when the next session comes along. 

Now, a few general comments 
anent the recent session as a 
whole, prior to some observations 
regarding our own Newton Repre- 
sentatives, who were very prom- 
inent this year and accomplished 
much. First of all, it seems ut- 
terly ridiculous for the Legisla- 
ture to continue year after year 
to come up to the last two weeks 
with some seventy or eighty rela- 
tively important matters on the 
docket, and then to get all hot 
and bothered in an effort to pro- 
rogue on some specific day. This 
year, after one or two false starts, 
it was decided to wind up not 
later than Saturday, June 12 in 
order that the gentlemen living 
in the western part of the state 
could get home for the week-end 
and not have to return for a brief 
period on Monday, June 14. What 
happened? It proved impossible 
to prorogue late on Friday so 
they met on Saturday and finally 
wound up at 3:27 a.m. on Sun- 
day, June 13. In order to avoid 
legal complications at some later 
date, they set the clock firmly at 
11:40 p.m. on Saturday and held 
it there for the next three and a 
half hours! That reminds me of 
the ostrich. 

The main point, however, is 
just this. Under the above proceed- 
ure, many important bills are eith- 
er passed or turned down without 
proper consideration. Trades and 
hasty compromises are the order 
of the day. Senate yields to the 
House on one measure in return 
for the House’s kind treatment of 
one of its own pet measures. The 
Governor gets drawn into the 
whirlpool, too, and has a hard 
time getting legislation of real 
importance pushed through in 
time. It just doesn’t make sense 
and there is no real excuse for it. 
There are ample brains in the 
Legislature to work out an in- 
telligent course of action in any 
given year. 

One of the best acts of this 
Legislature was the approval of 
the bond issue for 84,750,000 for 
the modernization of the Boston 
Airport. Our own Rep. Francis 
whose picture adorned the Bos- 
ton papers, was a vital factor in 
the passage of this bill. He led 
the debate on the floor of the 
House. Curiously enough, this bill 
was opposed bitterly by none oth- 
er than Rep. Shattuck of Boston, 
formerly Treasurer of Harvard 
University. Then, Rep. Rawson of 
Newton took a prominent part in 
the drawing up of several im- 
portant bills resulting from the 
Cocoanut Grove holocaust of Nov. 
28, 1942. One bill defines ‘‘places 
of assembly,” which was omitted 
from the public safety laws and 
hindered their fullest enforce- 
ment; another bill sets up a state 
board with authority to make rules 
concerning the construction and 
alteration of buildings to safe- 
guard the public. Also, a resolve 
providing for a study of public 
safety in places of assembly was 
signed earlier in the closing week 
of the session . Rep. Margaret 
Spear of Newton was also quite 
active in the recent session and 
outshone many members of the 
sterner sex. 

Two other Newtonians figured 
in the State House news during 
the past few weeks. Robert T. 
Bushnell, after being castigated 
unmercifully by one of the Boston 
Democrats, succeeded in getting 
an extra $10,000 for expenses of 
the Attorney General’s office in 
1943 and also in 1944. In this con- 
nection, may I remind my readers 
that Daniel Coakley, the im- 
peached Governor’s Councillor, 
MAY have had something to do 
with Bushnell’s failure to make 
the Timilty indictment stick. Just 
remember that it was William 
H. Lewis, the old football star, 
who served Coakley so valiantly 
during his impeachment proceed- 
ings and who was ALSO in the 
foreground when Timilty sought 
to have his own indictment quash- 
ed. Is that merely a coincidence? I 
wonder. 

City Treasurer C. C. Colby won 
a splendid victory up on Beacon 
Hill when a bill was enacted •es- 
tablishing a more equitable main- 
tenance assessment by County 
Tubercular Hospitals. The de- 
tailed story was published in this 
paper last week, so I will merely 
state that Newton stands to save 
about $6,000 a year as a result 
of this legislation. Mr. Colby and 
Mr. Donald D. McKay have been 
working like Trojans for many 
years on this entire proposition 
and they are to be heartily con- 
gratulated on their recent vic- 
tory, which came only after one 
obstacle ufter unother had been 
overcome.

Not The Evil 


The current number (June 21) 
of Time Magazine contains a com- 
munication in its Letters Column 
from Chaplain John Shade Frank- 
lin, well known Baptist Clergy- 
man of the Newtons, headed “War 
is not the Evil.” Chaplain Frank- 
lin, who has been in the army for 
28 months, says that our soldiers 
show no signs of real hatred for 
the enemy, but rather contempt, 
disgust, and dislike, sometimes 
bordering on pity. He goes on to 
say that war is not the evil which 
demands the Church’s attention 
but the need of launching a cru- 
sade for the sp rit exemplified by 
Jesus’ Good Samaritan is the 
church’s work. 


Companion Of 
Ricken hacker 
Tells Of Ordeal 


The assembly hall of Newton 
High was crowded with pupils 
and teachers June 15, to do hon- 
or to the school’s distinguished 
guests, Colonel Hans Christian 
and Mrs. Adamson. 

Rarely has a speaker been more 
eagerly awaited, and never have 
the pupils heard a more helpful 
and entertaining address. How- 
ard Abbott, President of the As- 
sociates, introduced Colonel 
Adamson, companion of Captain 
Rickenbacker. Dispensing with his 
written speech and footlights, 
Colonel Adamson approached his 
subject with a timely warning. 
“Stay in school while you can. 
Get all you can in your hearts 
and in your heads. Do not waste 
time, the most precious weapon 
we have. The army doesn’t care 
what you have in your pocket 
books. It’s what you have in your 
hearts and in your heads that will 
count.” 

He told the story of the take- 
off from Honolulu for Island X, a 
thousand miles away. Morning 
and Island X was not where it 
should be. "Someone had moved 
it.” Running low of fuel and un- 
able to make reckonings because 
of faulty instruments, they risk- 
ed radioing for directions, but 
came the reply that such message 
would surely be picked up by the 
enemy and could not be given. 
Briefly and in graphic style, 
Colonel Adamson told of prepar- 
ations for landing, how they 
strapped Captain Rickenbacker, 
invalided a year and a half earlier 
in a plane accident, to the heav- 
iest seat, and how he, heaviest 
member of the group, was more 
or less a buffer in the shock for 
the pilot and co-pilot. Safely they 
got on their raft, and not for two 
hours did the paralysis begin 
which incapacitated the Colonel 
from that time on. He spoke of 
the help of prayer and of the 
hymns they sang. He told of 
sharks, 12 and 15 feet long. 

Colonel Adamson paid high 
tribute to the Navy, but with a 
smile to his wife, who is a daugh- 
ter of a Navy family, declared 
that the navy pilot who spotted 
the raft and rescued the men was 
really lost himself and had come 
down to ask the Army for his 
bearings. "Have plenty of cour- 
age, and plenty of hope, and 
plenty of faith, and plenty of 
prayer.’’ he said in closing. “Wrap 
these up in a fine sense of humor, 
and tie the bundle with a little 
discipline. Then you can not fail."

• THE MOST REMARKABLE 
POLITICAL propaganda of the 
war thus far is the effort Ger- 
many is making to nullify possible 
retributions for the crimes she 
has committed ever since the day 
in 1933 when Hitler came into 
power. 

One might assume that after all 
these years of being taken in by 
it, the world would recognize 
every last propaganda trick in the 
Junker bag. Yet the same old 
tricks seem to work because the 
Germans, while raising, or lower- 
ing, propaganda to an unsurpass- 
ed level of unscrupulousness, yet 
base it on one elemental principle 
which they have tried out in their 
long career of deceit This prin- 
ciple is: The greater the lie. the 
more easily will it be believed. 

Through this cunning they were 
able to score many victories, but 
not the decisive ones. Military 
victory has escaped them, and 
they know it. But they still hope 
to escape the consequences of de- 
feat by confusing their enemies. 
They now say: "You cannot 
‘exterminate’ the German people 
. . . we have achieved great ‘cult- 
ural unity' and to dismember the 
Reich would only lead to another 
war. . . . Why not then find a 
great German liberal to lead us 
back to normalcy?" So. at least, 
speak the Pan-Germanists who 
would seek a peace as favorable 
as possible to Germany. 

The Nazis would thus, if our 
peace conferences are to believe 
them again, achieve two aims: 

(1) Protect them from the ven- 
geance of the peoples they have 
so grievously wronged. 

(2) Salvage Germany by keep- 
ing her frontiers intact and giving 
her time to again prepare for ‘the 
day.' 

We can’t find a single reason 
for giving these pleas any con- 
sideration. The only way to insure 
world peace after the war is by 
breaking up Germany into many 
pieces and never permitting her 
to again achieve political ‘culture’ 
or economic unity. 

THE 33 NIGHTSHIRT LEAD- 
ERS indicted early in January on 
charges of conspiring to sabotage 
the morale of the U. S. forces 
have faithful defenders in the 
unreconstructed isolationists of 
the House and Senate. 

The reason for this is simple: 
Many of these reactionary Con- 
gressmen are too closely linked 
with the accused for comfort. Ev- 
idence may be brought out at the 
trial about the misuse of Con- 
gressional frank and other Con- 
gressional privileges that would 
make unpleasant reading. 

That these nightshirt leaders 
are confident of not being brought 
to trial is evidenced by the un- 
restricted activities of others of 
their ilk. 

Nightshirter Edward James, ol 
Concord, Mass., is even today 
spreading defeatist propaganda 
through the United States mails. 
James is disseminating this prop- 
aganda despite the fact that he is 
still on probation, having been in- 
dicted two years ago for libelling 
the President of the United States. 
His network of morale sabotage is 
now known as Yankee Freemen. 

It has its own insignia: four ar- 
rowheads forming a star. This 
insignia enables you to correspond 
with other agents. It is a 
secret sign, of a highly secret or- 
ganization. It resembles the Hun- 
garian Nazi symbol. Pfeilkronz- 
ler. 

Agents are linked by so-called 
‘grape-vine’ letters, written in 
James’ own hand. You may hear 
one day from one Bishop St. Cor- 
nelius of Post Falls, Idaho, who is 
also known as Schroeder, or an- 
other day from George E. Hornby, 
of Boise, Idaho, or still another 
day from an agent in New York 
City, or from James himself. Your 
name has gotten around, and the 
network starts to function. You 
exchange ideas, slogans, etc. But 
your cues are gotten from James' 
letters. To date there are over 
120 such letters. They were be- 
gun from Grand Canyon, Arizona, 
on September 27, 1942. They still 
come through the mails today. 
‘‘Yankee Blue Cross" is the title 
of the grapevine letters and these 
are some samples of what you 
may find: 

This is the “Yankee" goal: 
“When Yankee Freemen rule this 
country, political power will not 
be the ‘inalienable right’ of every 
imbecile and every scoundrel.’’ 

( Letter No. 13) 

Listen further and hear: “Af- 
ter we have 'debunked' democracy 
to a certain extent, we can begin 
to see the realities of things. 
Nobody did us uny harm, or meant 
any hurm to us. except the harm , 
which we ourselves provoked, and j 
yet we are now engaged in car- | 


rying out a mad-dog psychology i 
aimed at conquering the whole 
world. Fruit of democracy and un- 
iversal suffrage. It leads not to 
victory, but to appalling disas- 
ter." i Letter No. 17) 

We then read this pro-Japan- 
esc apology for Jap aggression: 
“How about Japan? We got on 
very well with Japan until we 
began to discriminate against her. 
Japan did not discriminate against 
us. We discriminated against her. 
The Japanese were crowded on 
their little island. We told them 
they could not expand here. Later 
on we told them they could not 
expand anywhere. It was an ulti- 
matum from us. When they pro- 
tested against this ultimatum, we 
froze their credits in this coun- 
try. This was an act of piracy or 
highway robbery." (Letter No. 
19) 

The above was written a year 
and two weeks after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. James’ hectograph- 
ed letters, in his own writing, of 
course, is his own doom. He speaks 
of the Constitution, the memory 
of Washington in tones of rever- 
ence. Yet. he uses his private 
newsletter, his underground fas- 
cists (he does not like this word) 
organization, to undermine the 
very foundations upon which 
Washington and the framers of 
the Constitution founded our na- 
tion. 

If James and other subversivists 
believe they can get away with 
this sort of traitorous propaganda 
why shouldn’t these 33. who have 
the backing of powerful Congress- 1 
men, feel as confident?

What are YOU doing to help 
win the war? 



William T. Gaynor of the New 
York Central System spoke to 
the members of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club at their meeting last 
Monday. 

In discussing railroads and 
transportation, Mr. Gaynor made 
mention of the important place 
the City of Newton held in New 
England Railroad history. In the 
year 1834, Newtonville became the 
first terminal of the old Boston 
and Worcester Railway, which lat- 
er changed its name to the Boston 
and Albany. 

In the beginning, the railroads 
played an important part in the 
building of our country and now 
they are playing a major part in 
conserving it. 

It is generally acknowledged 
that this is a war of transporta- 
tion and the success of the Allies 
in both North Africa and Russia 
was in no small measure attrib- 
utable to railway transportation 
of military supplies and troops. 

In this country the performance 
of railroads in the movement of 
both freight and passengers has 
been most remarkable. The 
amount of freight hauled in 1942 
in this country was about double 
that of the year 1941; whereas 
there was a 60 per cent increase 
in the passenger load per train 
in 1942 over the preceding year. 
This splendid exhibit the speaker 
attributed to four reasons: 

Whole hearted cooperation of 
both shippers and the public. 

Whole hearted effort of the 
railroad employes. 

Spirit of cooperation of most 
government officials. 

Splendid equipment of the rail- 
roads. 

Post-war possibilities of the 
railroads was discussed by Mr. 
Gaynor who forecast that great 
improvements will be made for 
comfort, speed and safety. It al- 
ready bus been demonstrated that 
a Hudson type engine cun attuin 
a speed of 165 miles per hour, al- 
though such speed is not practical 
without the elimination of grade 
crossings, further development in 
rails and elimination of curves. 
Considerable and constant con- 
troversy is going on behind the 
scenes .among railroad men as to 
the relative merit of steam, elec-

WASHINGTON - The best ev- 
idence that the air offensive is 
proving effective is in Franco’s 
concern over the humanitarian 
aspects of fair war. Franco is the 
Hitler stooge who gloried in the 
destruction of Warsaw and who 
watched with smug satisfaction 
the long suffering of Britishers 
when London was being blitzed, 
Coventry pulverized and churches 
destroyed. 

Now the Spanish Dictator is 
horrified because his brother fas- 
cists are writhing under the de- 
struction they have brought down 
upon themselves. This sudden con- 
vert to humanity has the audacity 
to suggest negotiations to refrain 
both sides from raiding each oth- 
er. 

The efficiency of bomb delivery 
to Germany and Italy by day and 
night is increasing with every 
raid. On the Eastern front also 
the Russians are consistently in- 
flicting great damage and there 
is considerable hope that Goer- 
ing’s reserve Luftwaffe will not 
alter Russian air superiority. 

The Allied air forces are now 
carrying on the first comprehen- 
sive air attack in history. The air 
offensive is effective, but while 
nations do not surrender to air 
power alone, strategic bombings 
will probably continue at an even 
greater tempo in spite of Fran- 
co’s “humanitarian” appeal, until 
the day comes for the tactical 
land invasion. Our ground men 
can then be relied upon to pro- 
vide rallying points for our 
friends, and concentration points 
for our enemies to accept uncon- 
ditional surrender terms. 

* * • 

Motorists in the Eastern States 
cast envious eyes at those motor- 
ists in the Middle West who are 
still able to drive to a movie or 
to a race track without bringing 
penalties upon themselves. 

The reason for this apparent 
unfairness to the East is under- 
standable when one realizes that 
the gasoline used by midwestern- 
ers is moved to them by pipe lines 
which unfortunately terminate in 
the midwest. Every tank car 
which is capable of being used 
for the purpose has been stripped 
from the Middle West to rush 
gasoline to the East. 72.000 tank 
cars are now being used for that 
purpose compared with 19,000 cars 
employed in this service in nor- 
mal times. But the East, even af- 
ter forbidding all pleasure driv- 
incr and curbing all commercial 
vehicles by 40 per cent, still faces 
a deficit of 30,000 barrels of gaso- 
line daily. And with demands 
from abroad increasing by the 
hour there is little or no possi- 
bility that the stringent ruling will 


be relaxed for the rest of the 
summer. 

* * * 

While the fighting men of our 
armed forces get deserved head- 
lines, one of the untold stories of 
this war is the important part 
played by "limited service" men. 
Few people realize that these non- 
combatant service men actually 
keep the army going and that 
without them the fighting forces 
wouldn’t be the crack outfits they 
are today. 

The “L S” troops are the men 
who, because of some physical de- 
fect, are limited in their activi- 
ties to clerical, administrative and 
other necessary work in training 
camps. There’s more grunts than 
glamour in limited service, but 
fighters will be fighting months 
ahead of any schedule otherwise 
possible because they are able to 
concentrate on their jobs while 
"L S” men service the transport, 
fire, police, health, garbage col- 
lection service and other camp 
“housekeeping.” 

There’s nothing in army regu- 
lations that forbids sending “L S" 
soldiers overseas to perform these 
tasks. They are real soldiers and 
any military man will tell you 
that they are performing their 
duties, with honor — if without 
glory.

Kiwanis Activities 


Pete Pet 1 ingill, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Newton Community 
Chest and member of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club, was a speaker at 
their meeting held last Tuesday 
at the Newton Y. M. C. A. Mr. 
Pettingill's subject was “Newton, 
the Old-Homo Town.” 

Mr. Pcttingill emphasized the 
opportunity that Newton has to 
boost its own home town at home 
and when Newton people are vis- 
iting other states. He mentioned 
the fact that California and Flor- 
ida were always advertising their 
advantages, but that Newton had 
a lot of advantages that these two 
states could not claim. 

Referring briefly to the history 
of Newton, he said that it was 
originally a part of Cambridge, 
but in 1691 was named Newtowne 
by court order. Later on one of 
the city clerks of Newton, on his 
own authority, changed the name 
to Newton. 

Mr. Pcttingill said that the first 
town hall was built in YVest New- 
ton and that it was located there 
in order that it might be a safe 
distance away from the powder 
storage house which was located 
in Newton Centre. Mr. Pettin- 
gill said that originally the Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad was laid 
out so that the tracks would have 
gone through Watertown and [ 
Waltham. People residing in those 
two cities put up such a complaint, I 
stating that to have the railroad I 
go through those cities would ruin I 
their business, spoil their homes, 
that it was finally changed. For- 
ward-looking citizens of Newton 
at that time saw the ultimate ad- 
vantages of the railroad and re- 
quested that it be built through 
Newton. This was an example of 
the earlier wisdom of those who 
originally settled Newton. Mr. 
Pettingill mentioned that the first 
permanent normal school for 
women in the entire world was 
opened in Newton. 

He also mentioned its great na- 
tural beauty which is being care- 
fully preserved. Newton is known 
as one of the most attractive cit- 
ties in New England — a city of 
homes, a city of fine highways, of , 
attractive approaches. 

He said that Newton was also ‘ 
known as the city of health, and 
complimented the work of our 
health officials very highly. 

Newton also has a national rep- , 
utation for the excellence of its j 
schools, Newton being first in the 
cities of its size in scholastic 
standing. He emphasized this as 
important because after all, the 1 
schools are building the citizens of 
the future. He said that he had 
found Newton to be a city of 
character, devoted to the Amer- 
ican way of doing things. He said 
that this was so because of the 
high quality of our city govern- 
ment and also because people of 
character and ideals were willing 
to volunteer their services. As 
examples he mentioned the Board 
of Aldermen and School Commit- 
tee and many other committees 
which in an official or unofficial 
way helped to build Newton. 

The speaker mentioned the ex- 
cellent handling of Newton’s 
finances. He stated that a great 
service was rendered for the 
amount of taxes paid. As an ex- 
ample he mentioned our park sys- 
tem of 517 acres: also the City 
Hall which is one that Newton 
residents are glad to show to their 
friends. 

Mr. Pettingill described at 
length the excellent work of the 
various social agencies of New- 
ton. every one of which is doing a 
grand job in character building, 
looking after the aged, recreation 
and in serving in every way. He 
said that these agencies were 
really building a wonderful New- 
ton of the future. He said that his 
experience in working with these 
agencies had been very enjoyable, I 
that they were all working togeth- 
er in close harmony, and doing 
perhaps one of the best jobs being 
done anywhere throughout the 
country.

SOME VICTORY RULES FOR 

CANNING VICTORY VEGETABLES

Canning without rules is like driving in a strange country without a 
road map — one is likely to go in the wrong direction. The wrong direction 
in canning leads to spoiled food — loss of canned food through spoilage is de- 
plorable and unnecessary in time of peace, and inexcusable in time of war. 

Gladys Kimbrough. Home Service Director of Ball Brothers Company, 
gives the following sure-fire rule for A 


successful home-canning: 

1. Use jars intended for home- 
canning. Every one of them has a 
name lettered on the side. 

2. Examine every jar to make 
sure that it is in good condition. 
Give special attention to the top 
edges of Mason jars. Most of them 
must be sealed with glass top seal 
closures or two-piece metal vacuum 
seals, because the zinc that used to 
go into the one-piece Mason caps 
has gone to the battle front. The 
glass top and vacuum seals can take 
the zinc cap’s place on the home 
front only when used on jars with 
perfect top edges. 

3. Do not stretch rubbers to test. 

4. Wash and rinse jars, lids and 
rubbers. Then cover jars, zinc caps, 
and glass lids with lukewarm water, 
heat to boiling, and keep hot. Jars 
and lids to be used for old-fashioned 
open-kettle canning must be boiled 
20 to 30 minutes. Wash rubbers 
and vacuum-seal lids, drop into boil- 
ing water, and keep hot until needed 
if to be used for processing (cooking 
food in jars). They must be boiled to 
sterilize for open-kettle canning. 

5. Get canners and jars ready be- 
fore starting to prepare vegetables. 

0. Use vegetables that are fresh 
from the garden. The alien enemies, 
mould, yeast and baetpria, stand 
ready to sabotage any and all vege- 
tables left standing over night or 
all through a long, hot morning. 

7. Be sure that everything to be 
canned is at the right stage for 
canning. Shelled beans and peas 
should be young and tender— a few 
over-size or over-mature ones can 
cause the loss of the whole batch. 
The pods of string beans should be 
crisp and meaty— corn in full milk 
stage— and tomatoes red-ripe, firm, 
and sound. Wash all fruits and vege- 
tables before breaking the skins. 

8. Hot pack all vegetables except 
tomatoes. Hot pack means to cook 
the food a few minutes, then pour it 
into hot jars for processing. This is 
also the best way to can most fruits. 

9. Fill no more jars at a time than 
your canner will hold. 


10. Leave ample head space and 
plenty of room for liquid to circulate 
between pieces of food when filling 
jars for processing. 

11. Tighten metal bands on two- 
piece metal vacuum seal caps be- 
fore processing. Do not tighten 
again. 

12. Partly seal for processing, all 
jars on which a jar rubber is used. 

13. Place jars in the canner imme- 
diately after packing and process 
the time called for in the recipe. 1 
Remember, time guessing has no 
place in canning. 

14. Take jars out of canner as 1 
promptly as possible after the proc- 
essing time is up and complete the 
seal on all that are partly sealed 
for processing (see Rule 12). 

15. Set hot jars as far apart as 
possible so they will cool quickly, 
but do not place in a draft. 

16. Be sure every jar of canned 
food is sealed before it is put away. 

a. Take the bands off glass top 
seals after the jars have stood over 
night and test the seal by pulling 
gently on lid with finger tips. Don’t 
put the bands back on the jars. 

b. Remove bands from vacuum 

seals 12 or 15 hours after canning 
and test the seal by pressing on the 
lid with the finger. If tightly sealed, 
there will be no "give’’ to the lid. 
Don’t put the bands back on the 
jars. * 

c. One-piece zinc caps arc drawn 
down flat when sealed. Do not turn 
Mason jars upside down— this rule 
applies when using glass top seals, 
vacuum seals, and zinc caps. 

d. Test "lightning” jars after they 
are cold by holding them upside 
down and examining for leaks. 

17. Be finicky when it comes to 
cleanliness. Get rid of house flies. 
Remember, they prefer food to foot 
tub for foot washing. 

18. Don’t ask your neighbor how 
to can. She may not be as up-to- 
date as she thinks she is. It is far 
better to get a good recipe book 
and follow directions to the letter. 
As good a one as can be bought 
costs only a dime.
